A Revolting Spectacle. 


From a sporting point of view alone 


the race w.is thrilling. There is no doubt 
it will go down in the itnnals of auto- 
mobiling as the most hotly contested 
long distance event ever held over open 
eountry roads.

ed, however, the race was a revolting 
spectacle and a -cvere arraignment of 
the milliner in which it was conducted.

Two More Leave the Course. 


The horror of this last tragedy hud 


hardly pa-scd when word came that 
lirst 'the Lancia ami then the Mercer 
ears had left the road mid brought up 
as scrap iron against telegraph poles, 
injuring all four occupants.
